General Agent R. A. Campbell of the Air 
Line received a telegram this morning an- 
nouncing the capture oftwo men supposed to 
have been implicated in the train robbery 
at Oentralia last Thursday night.

TO DATE BUT KIGHTY-FIVE PUBLIC 
MEASURES HAVE BEEN ENACTED. 


Private Laws Limited to the Usprece- 
dented Number of Bighteon—Bills In- 
troduced tu the House Sumber 7,468, 
Far Below the Average—Osuse for 
Printing Office Reductions. 


Wasuiroton, D. C., June 16.—The limited 
number of bills introduced and laws enacted 
by the present Congress is almost without 
precedent. Up to to-day but eighty-five rub- 
lic measures have been enacted into law and 
the private laws are limited tothe wunprece- 
Gentea number of eighteen. The whole 
number of bills introduced in the House up 
to date is 7,468, which is far below 
the average. Of these 1,08 have been 
reported, which is aise far below 
the usual number at this date, 


The falling off of bills, reports, etc. , has been 
sO great tbat it has been one of the main 
causes for recent wholesale reduction of 
force in the Government Printin 
ls said that the former Public 
Palmer, established his force with the ex- 
tation that the amount of work to be done 
this Congress would keep pace with that 
of former Oongresses, and that this in part 
accounts for the large surplus of help Public 
Printer Benedict found when he recently as- 
sumed char 4 < 

The large falling off in — 3 legislation 
is attributed to the tente of interest in 
the tariff and to the plette condition of the 
Treasury. Senators and members have 
known that it was uselessto press Dilis for 
public bulldings and other appropriations in 
view of the stringency atthe Treasury, and 
they have refrained from introducing or 
urging private measures. 

At present there are 425 private dills on the 
House calendar awaiting a bearing, which ts 
in marked contrast ae the eighteen private 
measures which me laws. Owing 
to delays and objections of various kinds 
only two private pension Dilis have got 
through the House and become laws. As a 
rule the or pension acts are so numer- 
— thatthe total of private bills is very 
arge. 

The House calendar up to date is clear of 
all appropriation bills, excevt the deficiency 
and the Indian, the latter being about to 
pass. There are, however, 180 important 
eae Dills awaiting a hearing and eighty- 

ve bills of a general character not carryiog 
an appropriation. 

Of the more important measures languish- 
ing on the House calendar are those to ad- 
mit New Nexico and Oklaboma to Statehood, 
to send a Congressional commissjon to ex- 
amine the Nicaragua Canal route, to 
finally adjudicate swamp land nts, 
to permit pensionsto non-residents, to es- 
tablish consular inspection of imigrants, to 
investigate the effect of machinery on labor, 
to investigate the wages of women and 
children, to construct canals from Lake Su- 

rior to the Mississippi River and from Lake 

rie to the Ohio River, to prohibit dealings 
in options, to promote the efficiency of the 
naval militia, to establisha uniform bank- 
ruptcy system and to aid the Southern Oot- 
ton Exposition. 

Quite a number of these billes will get a 
hearing, but the number to be interrupted by 
adjournment will be exceptionally large.

ADVANTAGES OF HAVIEG ONLY ONE 
APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED. 


Mr. Kotany sers the Custom of Having 
Supplemental Bills Leads to Extrava- 
_ fance—Legisiation Passed in Tempo- 
‘ rary’ Bills Whien: Would Mever Be 
Accepted in the Regtler Measure. 


At a meeting ot the bey Council last night 
Councilmen Kotany introduced a bill which 
provides for a special election on an amend- 
ment to the charter, sabmitting to a vote of 
the people the Question of municipal appro- 
Priations. The ordinance is designed to do 
away with the necessity for making three 
appropriation bills during each fiscal year. 

Under the present method to pay the run- 
ning expenses of the Municipal government 
during the two or three months’ 
period which usually lapses de- 
tween the end of the fiscal year 
and the passage of the géneral appropria- 
tion dill, t is customary to make a temporary 
appropriation.
